JAPANESE MADE A GREAT FIGHT 


BEFC-RE TKE FORT- 


RESS. 


TOKIO, January 2.—The siege of 


Port Arthur properly dates from May 
27, when after engaging the first army 
landed by the Japanese at Pitsewo, 
Stoessel -was forced back from'the neck 
of the Kwan Tung peninsula. 


The Japanese landing was begun on 


May 5 and the Russian commander 
elected to give battle at his northern- 
most line of defenses. 


The engagement was a severe one 


and drove the Russians tack to tie 
first of the main defenses of the posi- 
tion. 


A few days later, on May 30, the 


Japanese occupied Dalny and on June 
14-16 General Stakelbergr, advancing to 
the relief of the Port Arthur army, was 
defeated by General Oku at the battles 
of Wafankau and Telissu. 


With Togo's ships lying like dogs 


around Port Arthur's seaward siCe, and 
Nogi advancing slowly but relentlessly 
by land, the famous stronghold was 
under siege 
and from then on until 


General Stoessel, on New Year's day, 
sought terms of capitulation, the op- 
erations have been marked by almost 
ceaseless .fighting, bombardments by 
the fleet alternating with desperate 
attacks by land or assaults by the com- 
bined naval and military forces. 


When Stoessel and the remnant of 


his garrison march out of Port Arthurf 
the flag of the Rising Sun will once 
more float from the ramparts.

By a decree of the New Jersey

Pacific Railroad Company alleged 
to have been received from E. H. 
Harriman and Winslow Pierce, 
and of 347,090 shares of the com- 
mon stock of the Northern Pacific 
Railway Company received by the 
Northern 
Securities 
Company 


from the Northern Pacific Com- 
pany. 


To-day's 
decision, 
however, 


gives 
the 
Northern 
Securities 


Company the right to dispose o f j 
the stock. Harriman and Pierce, 
when 
the 
Northern 
Securities 


Company had been declared by the 
United States Supreme Court xo 
be an illegal combination, demand- 
ed the return of the original stock 
they had contributed at the time j 
of the organization of'the combine, j 
The Northern Securities company 
it is claimed, intended to make a 
pro rata distribution. 


THE 
OPINION. 


The opinion was written by 


Judge Dallas. After reviewing the 
organization of the combine and 
subsequent history, the 
decision 


says: 


x "Harriman averred that 
the 


shares of railway stock in ques- 
tion were acquired by the Securi- 
ties company; that it would hoid 
'them as custodian, depository, 
trustee and owners of said shares 
were the parties who originally ex- 
changed the same for stock in the 
Northern Securities company. 


"The Northern Securities Com- 


pany claimed that it acquired the 
stock by purchase and that it owns 


the stock outright." 
] 


After quoting the resolution un- 


der which the stock was acquired 
the opinion says the resolution 
contemplated a purchase and not 
a trust, and that the resolution was 
adopted at a meeting 'at which 
Harriman was present. The opin- 
ion continues: 


THE STOCK. 


"The 
Northern Securities Com- 


pany is the 
owner of 1,537,594 


shares of the stock of the North- 
ern 
Pacific 
Railway 
Company, 


which has been restrained from 
voting or receiving dividends and 
in view of this restraint all parties 
agree that it should not continue. 
The Northern Securities Com- 
pany, accordingly, proposes to as- 
sign them pro rata to its sharehold- 
ers, including not less than 2500 
persons whose shares are unques- 
tionably acquired by purchase and 
who are not parties to this suit, 
and as such disposition of them 
would effect a ratable, and, there- 
fore, equitable division of them 
amongst all who are entitled to 
participate in a distribution of the 
corporate assets, we are 
of the 


opinion that the injunction which 
prohibited should no longer re- 
main in force. If the question be- 
fore us had been involved and de- 
cided in the suit of the United 
States vs. the Northern Securi- 
ties Company, or if it had passed 
upon, though but incidentally by 
the Supreme Court of the United 
States in disposing of the appeal, 
in that case, we, of course, would 
not regard it as an open one. But 
it was neither decided nor consid- 
ered at any stage of that litigation.

"The amount of nursery stock hand- 


led at Niles station annually ranges 
from 900,000 to l.OOQ.OOO plants, nine- 
tenths of which, both fruit and orna- 
mental, are produced by the California 
Nursery Company, their sales for this 
month being four times greater than 
for the same month of 1903. or to be 
exact, the sales for this month have 
been a little more than $9,500.

Professor Howison's Grievance. 


Professor Howison of the University of California writes to the 


editor of the Chicago Inter-Ocean that he has been unjustly criticised 
in that paper for an alleged declaration that1 the large number of wo- 
men students at the University is inconsistent with high scholarly 
ideals. He states that he said no «ch thing and holds no such opin- 
ion and that he does not sympathize with the anti-co-education group. 
We quote now: "I believe that women are here both by right and by 
law, and that they are not as yet exercising any perceptible depressive 
influence on our standards, except such as the ill-prepared among 
them exercise in common with the many ill-prepared men; and that 
this is not owing to their sex, but to the latitudinarian hospitality of the 
University authorities, responding to a like loose kindliness in our 
general public. What I was really speaking against was this too com- 
pliant letting-down of our entrance conditions, especially the increas- 
ing omission from these of the materials for the culture and refine- 
ment of judgment supplied by classical studies and the preparatory 
study of the two exact sciences, mathematics and physics. When i 
said 'some of us think that the women are coming to the University 
in too great numbers,' I used the phrase 'some of us' not to include 
myself in the list, but in the common way of mild politeness to indicate, 
without a tone of distance, some of my colleagues—few in number, as 
I am happy to believe. I had no suspicion that it would be taken to 
signify that their opinion and feeling in the matter were mine." 


Professor Howison is entitled to fair treatment, but there is a 


radical differenca between what he said at Berkeley and what he wrote 
tc the Chicago Inter-Ocean. He has a just cause to complain if he be 
misquoted or misrepresented, but he should not speak so as to be half 
understood or entirely misunderstood. Some of the professors at Ber- 
keley are given to speaking petulantly or flippantly, and when they do 
so feel offended and "cut up" to find their utterances taken seriously. 
This is natural, for no man likes to appear silly or inconsistent, but the 
wise men at Berkeley can easily avoid criticism and the sort of misquo- 
tation Dr. Howison complains of by not laying themselves open to it. If 
they would refrain from speaking in folly or irritation, they would not 
be so often picked up. Furthermore, they should not say what they 
do not mean if they do not wish their real views misrepresented. Even 
a University professor has no right to misrepresent himself.

The Man and the Opportunity. 


The Chicago Record-Herald, which gave President Roosevelt 


little or no support during the recent campaign, prints the following 
double-leaded editorial: 


"In our untutored, uncouth Western way let us say that the course 


of President Roosevelt since he learned unofficially of his election suits 
the people of the Middle West clear to the ground. 


"His immediate announcement that he would not be a candidate 


for re-election left him free to attend to the welfare of the country 
with no harassing suspicion of any further political ambition, and 
that pleased us all. 


"Still more acceptable was the determination, evidenced in his 


message, to resolutely grapple with the transportation problems—re- 
bates, extortionate or discriminating rates, industrial "roads" and pri- 
vate cars. 


"In this he showed himself both brave and sane, for the discontent 


with existing abuses is so great as to breed disbelief in the power of 
our government to cope with the evil or distrust in its willingness to do 
so. 


"In his attempt .to demonstrate thai the government of the United 


States is strong enough to enforce justice in this vital matter, he has 
and will have the enthusiastic support of the Central West and of its 
Representatives in Congress. 


"Astounding as were the majorities by which he was elected, they 


fall far short, in our judgment, of what a poll ta,ken to-day would show. 


"And so, in uncultured fashion, we bid him godspeed—we like 


his style." 


The people had the President sized up better than the Record- 


Herald, which goes to show that the popular judgment often intuitive- 
ly reaches a correct conclusion while statesmen and philosophers are 
still hesitating, debating and pondering. 


Senator Mitchell of Oregon is the third Senator to be indicted 


during the Presidency of Mr. Roosevelt for frauds on the Government. 
The other two are Burton of Kansas and Dietrich of Nebraska. The 
former was convicted and h;s case is now on appeal, but tha latter es- 
caped on a technicality. The removal of District Attorney Hall is 
proof tha.t the President has good reason to believe that functionary 
was shielding influential and high-placed criminals. Hall secured his 
appointment mainly through the influence of Senator Mitchell. Con- 
gressman Binger Hermann, who was dismissed from the office of 
Commissioner of the Land Office by President Roosevelt, because of 
the special favor he had shown land grabbers, is aJso under indict- 
ment. It is evident that the Administration is determined to probe 
the land frauds to the bottom and to send the thieves to prison if pos- 
sible. 
Official malefactors are being rigorously prosecuted every- 


where.

Recession of Yosemite Valley. 


If the points made by Frank H. Short of Fresno, member of the 


Yosemite Commission, are good the proposition to recede the Yo- 
semite Valley to the Federal Government may as well be dismissed. 
Mr. Short says the terms of the original grant to the State made it 
inalienable forever and further that the State constitution provides 
that the State shall not ''have power to make any gift or authorize the 
making of any gift of any public money or thing of value to any indi- 
vidual, municipal or other corporation whatever." It may be doubted 
if the clause of the Constitution quoted by Mr. Short will apply in this 
instance against the Federal Government, but certainly the Legislature 
has no power to nullify the provisions of an act of Congress. Still, a 
violation of the terms of the original' grant would have the effect of 
working a forfeiture which would throw the valley back into the pos- 
session of the Federal Government. 
Therefore, while Mr. Short's 


points would be conclusive as against a proposition to cede the valley 
to any State, county or municipality, they hardly apply as against the 
National Government. However, the objections raised are of such a 
character as to settle in advance the plan of returning the Valley to 
the National Government. But if the Legislature declines to entertain 
the recession of the Valley, it ought in all conscience to appropriate 
money enough to build a commodious, modem hotel in that famous 
beauty spot. 


Governor Pardee's flessage. 


Governor Pardee's message to the Legislature is an exhaustive 


document very properly devoted to mainly questions of revenue, cost 
of administration and the financial policy of the State in various par- 
ticulars. 


Much attention is devoted to the subject of taxation, which is 


a. question of such moment,and so many sided that it can only be 
properly discussed separately. It is enough to say here that the Govern- 
or's suggestion that some method should be adopted which will safe- 
guard the State's interests and at the same time prevent the continual 
hoarding of several millions of dollars in the State Treasury is sound 
and timely. Under the present system an average of $4,000,000 is kept 
lying idle in the vaults at Sacramento. This money is withdrawn from 
circulation and brings no return whatever. In every city and county 
treasury of the State there is another hoard of idle money withdrawn 
from circulation to the detriment of business. How many millions this 
aggregates for the whole State can only be estimated, but the sum is 
enormous and the effect on business must be injurious. 


Governor Pardee recommends a change in our State Prison sys- 


tem. He believes the younger and less hardened convicts should be 
separated from the more vicious and incorrigible criminals, and there- 
fore suggests that one of the prisons should be turned into a reforma- 
tory. There are elements of wisdom in the suggestion, but the change 
in our prison system should be more radical than that. It should in- 
volve an abandonment in whole or in part of the congregate system 
now in vogue. Segregation of hardened criminals and their confine- 
ment in solitary cells will enhance the cost of prison maintenance, but 
it is the policy of wisdom and humanity. Our prisons are at present 
poison fountains. They should be cleansed if possible; they can cer- 
tainly be made much better than they are. 


In general, the Governor admonishes the Legislature on the nec- 


essity for economy and of a careful examination before making appro- 
priations. His message is business from beginning to end. 


WATER IN OAKLAND. 


The City Council of Oakland is attending again to the water prob- 


lem in that city. While some attempts are apparent to1 make use of 
prejudice and passion as motives of any action proposed, for the most 
part the deliberations are on the lines of reason. Why not project 
such lines into the real business of the proposition? To put in a mu- 
nicipal plant in competition with the existing private plant is not busi- 
ness and cannot be justified from any business view. To make the 
proposed bonds a mortgage upon the city's credit is not business and 
cannot be justified. 


Any policy that leads away from these two propositions will ul- 


timately work such injury to that city as to discredit the repu- 
tation of tho^e whose zeal causes such a mistake to be made. If 
Oakland be determined to embark in that form of Socialism called 
municipal ownership, it should be glad to deliberately take advan- 
tage of the opportunity to start right. By so doing the pace would 
be set for other cities that wish to go into business, and there would 
be furnished an opporunity for the proper business administration of 
the public plant, but if Oakland throw away all safeguards at the 
start what will follow will be without remedy. 


The bonding of the city to start in a business in a field where 


a compelitor is already equipped is a proposition so serious as to 
justify the consultation of business men, who have no personal gain 
to make in water politics. The Call has treated this general ques- 
tion of municipal ownership as a purely economic issue. No answer 
is possible to the proposition that bonds issued for a municipal plant 
should rest on the plant itself and not upon the property of the tax- 
payers. The plan to bond Oakland for about six millions for a water 
plant means the embarrassment of the city's credit to embark in the 
business that will have no profits in sight if a competitor be left in 
the field. It will prevent the use of the city's credit for parks, city 
buildings and other much needed improvements, all for the purpose 
of buying a plant that has at present no existence and was con- 
demned by the only expert that has ever examined it. With a neigh- 
borly interest in Oakland we advise her people to go slow and kelp the 
middle of the road in this matter.—San Francisco Call, January 3.

Not only so, but there is great nead 


that the youth of the country shall he 
taught discipline and a cheerful obedi- 
ence to constituted authority. For in oar 
Land of Liberty there is liable to arise 
in the mind of the individual an idea that 
he owes nothing to his fellow-citizens, bis 
city, his county, his State, his country 
or his flog No other where than In the 
National Guard ts the individual so well 
taught to respect the authority of those 
who, 
for the moment, may be his su- 
perior officers. 
No other where than m 
the National Guard does he come into 
such close contact with the flag of his 
country, and learn to look upon it as the 
symbol of his political and personal lib- 
erties. 
No other -where does he so well 
learn than "In union there is strength," 
that he Is one American citizen, whose 
life, liberty, pursuit of happiness and 
property aie safest only when those of 
all his fellow citizens are also safest lie 
comes out of the National Guard a better, 
safer citizen, loving his country better; 
more jealous of, because he knows them 
better, his rights and privileges as a cit- 
izen of this great nation; moie impressed 
with, because he has learned something 
of them, his responsibilities toward those 
who, like him, ale also Americans; with 
greatei respect for the law and those 
empowered to enfore It, and, above all, 
impressed with the idea that, after all, 
there Is no greater, purer, more patriotic 
duty than to serve his countiy in her 
hour of greatest need. 


Therefote, I am of the opinion that it 


Is the duty of every American citizen, 
Who loves the flag and our Institutions, 
to encourage every young man to l,e- 
come a member of the National Guard, 
and thus somewhat fit himself to defend 
his flag and his country if the occasion 
should require. 
And I have but little 
sympathy with those who, from short- 
sightedness, Ignorance, or any other cause 
desire to see it abolished And, therefore. 


The main reason for delay la Improv- 
ing the condition of the prisons has been, 
as the Assembly committee reported two 
years ago, that of expense. 
Money ifl 
liberal sums has been appropriated for 
support, and occasionally, when forced 
so to do by the absolute necessity of the 
situation, the Legislature has provided 
means to expand prison accommodations; 
but appropriations of the latter class 
have always been so long delayed that 
when finally furnished they have not 
made the [facilities equal to the demanJs 
upon them. If the grossest forms of vice 
run riot in the prisons, it is because the 
deficient, cell 
accommodations 
render 


leidlng* necessary, and the obvious rem- 
edy is to give each prisoner his separate 
cell. 
If no educational work worthy of 
the name Is done in either prison, it J3 
because the lack of facilities puts It out 
of the question. 
Ths most memorable event of the past 
two years was the outbreak of July 27, 
1303, at Folsom, when the Warden and 
other officers were overpowered, one offi- 
cer was killed and thirteen prisoners <••&- 
caped, they afterwards killing two mem- 
bers of a military company who were try- 
ing to effect their capture. This deplor- 
able affair, which cost the State dear in 
money and dearer in the lives of flti- 
zens, may also be attributed to lack of 
a properly executed building plan, hince 
such an emeute would have small chance 
for success In a well-walled and well-ar- 
ranged prison. 
With regard to the futile attempt to 
escape which was made a few days since 
by a number of desperate convicts, who 
iaiQ dearly for their temerity, It can only 
e said that under different circumstances 
it might never have been made, and tnat 
its speedy frustration shows that the dis- 
cipline and effectiveness of the prison 
forces have been greatly Improved dur- 
ing the last year and a half. 
It is not a pleasant duty to recomm-nd 
the expenditure of large sums of money 
upon State Prisons. It is natural to fee 
that money will be better spent in sup- 
porting schools and colleges, or in build- 
ing public highways, or in any one of a 
dozen other ways 
Nevertheless, it is a 
short-sighted policy, because in the long 
run a very costly one, to support pris- 
ons which foster crime rather than abate 
it, and enlightened statesmanship 
de- 
mands that California shall do what oth- 
er States have done, and spend money 
enough upon the prisons to equip them 
properly. I feel It my duty to say that 
the present session of the Legislature 
ought not to close without a 'substantial 
beginning having been made In the nec- 
es=ary woik of prison reform. 
It is the judgment of the Board of State 
Prison Directors, as expressed to me, that 
building improvements, should be com- 
menced at one at both prisons and con- 
tinued until the present and Immediately 
prospective prison population has been 
fully provided for. Folsom Prison should 
al?o be supplied with a wall, as con- 
templated by the original plans.

INVESTIGATIONS AT WHITTIER. 
In performance of It* duties the State 
Board of Charities and Corrections re- 
cently made some investigations into she 
management of Whittier State School and 
reported its, conclusions regardlne cer- 
tain charges, which I have since caused 
to be further Investigated. I think that 
I can safely absolve the management 
from the implication of deliberate Intent 
to convert public property to private and 
personal advantage, but a most unfor- 
tunate and regrettable laxness of method 
of doing public business has been ma3a 
manifest In many way*. A seeming ne- 
cessity, or even convenience, has prompt- 
ed the evasion of laws and regulations in 
order that ends which could not be ac- 
complished directly might be attained 
by indirection and circumvention. 
It is 
not a satisfactory excuse that all these 
things were done for the benefit of the 
school, or of the pupils in the school, or 
that what was converted to private ad- 
vantage in one instance was more than 
made good in another by personal serv- 
ice or personal expenditure. It is essen- 
tial that the laws be obeyed and that 
tho%e methods of doing business which 
time and custom have sanctioned as ord- 
erly and wise be followed without devi- 
ation. 
It is not sufficient that a public official 
shall attend to public business as he 
would attend to his own. 
He must at- 
tend to public business as the laws re- 
quire, and guard Its details with a more 
exemplars' circumspection.

THE

The extension of the work of the Col- 
lege of Agriculture of the University Is a 
subject which will probably engage the

THE NATIONAL GUARD. 


Having been either a member of or 
greatly interested in the National Guard 
of California since 1872, a period of over 
thirty-two years, and having risen In it 
from the lowest 'to the highest rank, I 
think I can reasonably say 'that I have 
some knowledge of it. 
Upon the proper support of the National 


Guard of the various States depends, to 
a yery great extent, the safety of this na- 
tion, in Its relations wi'th foreign powers. 
For, in the event of a foreign war, It Is 
necessary for, the United States to have 
an army either for foreign servi'ce or to 
repel invasion. If there -were no Nation- 
al Guard, It would be necessary for the 
Government to do either one of two 
things, viz., to support a large standing 
army, or to rely upon, raising the neces- 
sary volunteer armies from a raw, un- 
trained, undrilled, undisciplined people. A 
large standing army is, for many rea- 
sons, undesirable. On the other hand, to 
rely upon raising, ecui'pplng, drilling, and 
disciplining, out of totally inexperienced 
volunteers, an army to fight against thp 
trained troops of other nations would he 
disastrous. 
In the late war with Spain it was dem- 
onstrated that the National Guard can

been one of 
the original ideas with which Folsom 
Prison was established that either it or 
San Quentin would be made a prison for 
first offenders and conducted on reforma- 
tory lines, while the other would be used 
for 
the 
Isolation and 
punishment 
of 
hardened criminals. 
Yet, disregarding 
the opportunity which the existence of 
two prisons has given for differentiation 
in their uses, we have gone on for thirty 
years committing young and old, confirm- 
ed recidivists and first offenders, indis- 
criminately to both prisons, thereby help- 
ing to make both "schools of vice and 
universities of crime." 
This long 'per- 
sistence In a radical error, when it could 
have been avoided by a simple change ir. 
the law, appears, like some other things 
in the history of our dealings with penal 
problems, not to reflect credit upon our 
intelligence. In the past there has been 
a vast amount of talk about the defects 
of our prison system, and. as I have al- 
ready shown, there has .been no real dif- 
ference of opinion in regard to the things 
to be done: it has only been when it came 
to tha essential matter of doing them 
that a paralysis has fallen upon us. But 
has not the time at last ^arrived when 
there should be action, and not much 
else? It would seem so when we con- 
template the fact .-that -the .two prisons 
have, combined, but 878 cellg and rooms 
for nearly 2.400 prisoners, and that at 
San Quentin the herding In th* rwtrtctad. 


rock, which has returned a profit of only 
a few thousand dollars a year, and even 
this business is* now threatened by tlie 
exhaustion of the quarry. 
The strongest argument for the estab- 
lishment of a prison at Folsom was the 
industrial one, since it was anticipated 
that the granite quarries wo«!d be the 
basis of a remunerative industry. This 
expectation was, never fulfilled, the sales 
of granite in former years seldom ex- 
ceeding $1Q,000 per annum and never go- 
ing above 121,000. 
For some years the 
sale of ' prison-cut granite has been for- 
bidden by law. 
If new buildings and a 
wall aro constructed, 
the employment 
problem will solve itself for some time 
to come, but eventually a new Industry, 
or industries, must be found for this 
prison. 
At San Quentin the Jute mill 
gives employment to about 800 of the 
1,600 prisoners, and runs at a profit, or- 
dinarily, of $40,000 or $60,000 a year. 
It costs the State about $250,000 annually 


to maintain its prisons, and It is desir- 
able that the prison earnings should bo 
as large as they can properly be made, 
In order- that the taxpayers may be spar- 
ed, but profit does not appear to have 
been considered desirable when the laws 
fixing pi-Ices of prison products 
were 
framed. 
The selling price of jute bagri 
must be not more than one cent per bag 
In excess of actual coat, not counting the 
value of convict labor, and macadam rock 
is to be sold at not more than ten per 
cent above the cost of production. 
The 
price actually charged Is thirty cents per 
ton. 
A valid objection to this policy Is 
that It renders It Impossible to afford 
prisoners an opportunity to earn a lit- 
tle money on their own account, which 
they may save and receive when thev 
are discharged, and thus go out with 
some experience of the habits of volun* 
tary industry and thrift. 
It seems probable that the best solu- 
tion of the prison laoor problem will be 
found in the New York system of manu- 
facturing necessary articles for State in- 
stitutions, whereby employment can b« 
diversified, and at the same time direct 
competition with free labor be avoided. 
WHITTIER AND PRESTON SCHOOLS. 


These two schools constitute the pres- 
ent reformatory institutions of, Califor- 
nia, as distinguished from the 
pen.iL 
There Is some increase In the numner 
of youths committed, but not out of pro- 
portion to the numerical increase of the 
population of the State. Indeed, we may 
look with hopeful anticipation to a de- 
crease in the number of commitments 
aa our system of Juvenile courts, deten- 
tion homes, and probation officers be- 
come more senerally and efficiently or- 
ganized 
The aim of those in authorit?, 
and especially of parents, should be to 
keep children away from such institu- 
tions rather than to encourage their com- 
mitment. The best place for an erring, 
if not incorrigible or criminal, lad or 
lass, is in the paternal home, or, lacking 
this, in the home of some reputable citi- 
zen possessing a rugged will accompan- 
ied by reasonable forbearance. 
There are 
few higher claims which 
considerations 
of humanity Impose upon good citizen- 
ship than that of redeeming to honorable 
and fruitful living our wayward youths 
and children. 
If California Is to perform this serv- 
ice collectively It must adequately capi- 
talize and equip the institutions estab- 
lished for that purpose. 
This has not 
been fully done. The schools- at lone Rnd 
Whlttier are inadequately supplied with 
teachers and apparatus, and It 1« my 
judgment that both of these schools 
should be made essentially agricultural 
In theory and practice. It would be pos- 
sible on. the school farms as they now 
exist, with the proper Instructors und 
equipment, to teach the 'lads committed 
to them at least the elements of scien- 
tific agriculture, including dairying, poul- 
try raising, fruli growing, and market- 
gardening, and to these ends the Indus- 
trial features should mainly teed. I br» 
lievo that the most fortunate results 
would attend such a-policy, but »ome ad- 
ditional--means will be required to cairy 


la relation to the rederaptlom ot "»ay- 


of the Penal Code, which authorizes the 
Governor to grant restoration by a sim- 
ple executive order to a prisoner who is 
about to be discharged, be so amended 
as to authorize restoration in a slmilsr 
manner to one who after discharge has 
made a sincere effort to be a good citi- 
zen.While the pardoning power Is univer- 
sally recognized as a necessary one, and 
has been provided for under all forms of 
government, the extent and manner of 
Its exercise are matters concerning which 
much difference of opinion exists.

with crime or criminals, almcet any In- 
terference with the fiill execution of sen- 
tences Imposed by the courts is an evi- 
dence of weakness tm the part of the ox • 
ecutive, though it might be added that 
when persons of this class become in- 
terested In the case of a single law- 
breaker, they become sympathetic to such 
a degree that they want him liberated it 
once, and can not understand why the 
Governor, who probably has received a

Tl i» 
saving represents the results of the in- 
vestigations made. Aid the new methodi 
employed by the late Walter S. Melick. 
Secretary of the State Board of Exam- 
iners, and to him the credit primarily 
belongs. 
I am glad to say that In most of the 
orphanage* supported In part by this 
fund, attention Is given to the elementary

take this occasion to call to the minds 
of legislators the urgent need for afford- 
ing the State Board such added facili- 
ties for work as it may require. 
I have also to congratulate the State 


of California upon the cordial and con- 
fidential relations existing between our 
State and Municipal boards of health 
and the Public Health and Martne-Hitu:- 
pital service of the United States ana 
the boards of health of the several Stale* 
of our Union. There was a time when 
California stood in imminent peril cf 
being universally quarantined against be- 
cause of the existence of a few sporadic 
cases of Asiatic plague. -Rigid remedial 
measures have been instituted, confidence 
has been reestablished, and the busin'S« 
of the commonwealth has been allowed to 
proceed unhampered. The health of the 
people within the State and without »a« 
in nowiso ImptUfed by reason of an in-

ports are dealing constantly, directly nn« 
increasingly with Asiatic ports, consti- 
tuted merely one of the drawbacks 'n-

During the preceding session of the 


Legislature I felt compelled to veto a 
series of bills intended to modify the law 
to give railroad rights of way through 
overflowed and other public lands of iho 
Stale. 
1 believed the bills as passed 


did not hufficiently guard the State's in- 
terests and hence acted as above stated, 
although at the time it was urged i-n 
behalf of the measures that as the law 
stands there is no way in which a tra»i«- 
portation company can acquire the rtirlit 
to occupy overflowed State land within 
an incorporated city, or within three 
miles of it. to be used for necessary 
wharves., piers, and. other, structuics. 
Some time afterward it was reported that 
overflowed land belonging to the Stale 
of California in Oakland harbor was be- 
ing filled in and that title might be claim- 
ed by a corporation which was under- 
stood to be paying a dredging corpora- 
tion to tcposlt the spoil on this land. 
I declOd lo ask -the Attorney-General 
of l..c State for an opinion, and I re- 
quested ntm to make it broad enough to 
clear up most of the questions involving 
the State's rights in and control over 
water fronts. He was asked to state by 
what meartte, If any, a railroad corpora- 
tion can acquire rights of way over pron- 
erty such as above described; also, if 
puch rights can be acquired, by what 
tenure the land will be afterwards h«ld. 
besides other questions. 
The object of 
this request for an opinion was to ascT- 
tain what the law Is, with, a view to th« 
correction of defects, or the supplying of 
omissions, if either exist. 
* After some delay, due to the large 
amount of legal work which he is at 
all times called upon'to attend to. the At- 
torney-General

me with an 


opinion, in which he treated the question!

One man whose sentence I commuted had 
pleaded guilty to a felony, though, as was 
afterwards found, he could not have been 
guilty of a greater offense than misde- 
meanor. 
Again, several prisoners are 
now serving life sentences In this State 
because of an error in a statute which 
said that a person convicted of robbery 
who should have been previously con- 
victed of a~- misdemeanor should be so 
punished, although the same requirement 
was not made where the prex'ious con- 
viction had been made for felony. This 
peculiar blunder of the statute was cor- 
rected by amendment two years ago. 


Yet, 
a Governor can not use the par- 
doning power to correct all the Injus- 
tices of unequal sentences, even when 
their Inequality Is gross and 
though such Inequalities are well under- 
stood by convicts and are a oause of 
much sullen discontent within 
prison 
walls. It Is impossible that a Governor 
should undertake to review Judicial pro- 
ceedings and equalise all punishments, 
and more harm than good would result 
from the attempt to do It. 
I have assumed that a conditional com- 
mutation, which will be a restraint upon 
future conduct. Is better than a commu- 
tation which Is unconditional, and, with 
this In mind, I have Inserted in such 
document a provision that If the per- 
son be subsequently convicted of felony 
he must serve out the unexplred portion 
of Ms former term of Imprisonment, 
as well as his new one.

From the report of the Attorney Gen- 
ei-U I learn that a money judgment was 
Brally obtamed against the State in an 
action entitled Lucy Jane Harvey vs.

School et al., a suit which wab instituted 
m-.ny years, ago and was decided against 
ine btate In tne lower court

wvs prosecuted, and on March 17, 1901 
the Supreme Court affirmed the judg- 
m -nt. rhe action was one for damages 
on account of the violation of a lease and 
the amount of the Judgment is J1035, 
w th interests and costs. I am informeu 
by the Board of Trustees oE the Whlttier 
School that there are no available funds 
rrt/m which this judgment can be paid, 
ana that, in the opinion of said board, an 
appropriation

The only other actions in -which judg- 
ments against the State have been as 
firmed are what are commonly known as 
tre 'cojote scalp" cases. The Suporloi

suits—the aggregate 
anount of the judgments being $212,720. 
A- its last session the Legislature appro-

The acts of appropriation passed by the 
Legislature In this form appeared to con- 
template appeals to the Supreme Court, 
and I concurred in the opinion that the 
falate should exercise Its privilege of ap 
peal, as any private Individual would" be 
likely to do. The appeal was taken and 
was prosecuted to final judgment,1 stipu- 
lations being entered that the other cases 
should stand oratfall with the appealed 
case. On SeptemBer 19, 1904, the Supreme 
Court affirmed the judgment of the Supe- 
rior Court in the case of Bickerdike n 
State, and In pursuance of the stipula- 
tion judgments in the other cases became 
anal.

INSURANCE OF STATE VROPERTY. 


One of the business practices of the 
State which Is of questionable expediency 
Is the refusal to Insure Us property (with 
some exceptions) against loss by fire. 
Because In former jears abuses were dis- 
covered In connection with the placing 
of policies, the Legislature passed an act 
prohibiting insurance, and

BIT ABOUT ELEPHANTS. 


'Elephants in the swamp country of 
Central Africa," writes a traveler, "are 
different in their habits from those which 
Inhabit the forests. In'the marshes they 
Stand throughout the day immersed in 
water up to their bellies and- with th'jir 
backs almost hidden by the high growth 
of reeds. Here they can always'be traced 
by the white egrets which invariably ac- 
company -them,: and which feed upon the 
ticks-.and other Insects with:.which their 
hides, .are infested. A herd .-of elephants 
moving, through dense grass can be kept 
.in sight, even though they themselves arc 
InvisiDlu, by the'fluttering up and down

L "Wherever elephants "'have'been much 
hunted -they,-are always apt to be bad 
tempered, and to charge at a .shot, or at 
sight.. Some sad accidents-have occurred 
in the Sudan. a-nd in Uganda, and most 
officers serving., in those, countries who 
have hunted 'elephants'. can recount ex- 
tremely- narrow-'escapes. • Cow elephants 
are far more dangerous than bulls, and 
many.- instances could-be -related--of, a 
herd .of female elephants charging a 
traveler, as soon as-they-.got his. wind 
and forcing him to run for his life, :

"Nowhere else have I seen elephants' 
In such'numbers and so fearless of man 
as in the Dlnka country. I.have.watched 
them .passing to leeward of ,a group of 
Dinkas without taking the slightest no- 
tice of .them.and..without a single trunk 
Tjeing raised' in protest. Even when the 
steamer:in which we were traveling came 
upon them suddenly, when .feeding in.the 
reeds;-they rarely-showed any-alarm.'nn.l 
.merely--retreated Quietly and-.,without 
dhurry. The elephants .in-this-region-have 
not been hunte'd .or disturbed for many 
years."

GOVERNOR PARDEE SEEKS TO PROTECT 


THE OAKLAND WATER FRQNL 


\ 
Secures the Opinion of the Attorney General As to 


the Right of the Railroads to Occupy 


Certain Tide Lands.

Bey General Webb hn? sent the follow- 
ing opinion to the Governor- 
,' "Hon. George C. Pardee, Governor 
of the State of California, Sacramento, 
California—Dear Sir: In a, letter re- 
ceived from you some time ago, you 
present the following questions1 ' 
" '1. Do the provisions of Chap V., 
Title VI, Part III of the Political Code 
regulate the construction by railroad 
corporations of ^vhalves, piers, or other 
works upon snamn, tide, or overflowed 
lands belonging to the State or lands 
covered by nnvlgab'e waters within 
the corporate limits of a town or city. 
or within three miles thereof, or con- 
trol the acquisition by such corpora- 
tions of rights of way to such works

If not, by what means, if

Supreme Court of this State, following 
a decision rendercil by the Supreme 
Court of the UnitiM States, intimates 
that the State may 'alienate irre\oca- 
bly parcels of its submerged lands of 
reasonable extent for the erection of 
flocks, piers, and other aids to com- 
merce' (118 Cal. p. 18S.) 
Have the 


courts anywhere laid down any rule 
•whereby It may be determined what 
would be 'reasonable e-ctent' in this 
connection? 
And in this connection 


•wnat is the status of land rislde said 
corpornte limits onginallv below the 
line of low tide but now uncovered by 
recession of the tide en account of be- 
ing filled in by dredging operations? 
" '5. If a railroad company, or other 
corporation, 
or a private Individual 


should occupy illegally sw amp or over- 
flowed land or land under navigable 
•waters, the same belonging to the State 
and being situated within incorporated 
city or within three miles thereof, wha: 
legal remedy would the State pos- 
sess?' 


Subsequent to this communication 


you submit a mass of correspondence 
which shows that your questions have 
particular reference to Oakland Har- 
bor. 


OAKLAND'S BOUNDARY. 


"In 1897 the Supreme Court ot this 


State rendered a decision that the 
boundary of the to\\n of Oakland ex- 
tended to the line of low tide. I quote 
from said case (Oakland vs. Oakland 
Water Front Company, 118 Cal., 181) 
as follows 


"'The result of thi? discussion may 


be briefly summed up as follows: The 
boundary of the town of Oakland, as 
defined by the act of May 4, 1852. 
commencing at the intersection of the 
northeast line with the line of low 
tide on the eastern side of the northern 
branch of the Estuary, follows the Una 
of 
low tide on slid branch to the 


• mouth 
of the eastern basin, crosses 
said mouth and contlnuesalongthe line 
of low tide on the southern side of the 
Estuary to its mouth In the bay, and 
"thence follows the line of low tide 
northerly and easterly till It intersects 
-the northeastern boundary line, as to 
the location of which there seems to be 
no dispute.' The grant to Oakland was 
of the lands lying between high-water 
mark and ship channel, within these 
boundaries. 
and 
therefore included 


nothing west of the line of low tide 
on the bay front, nnd nothing beyond 
•the line of low tide on the north and 
west shore of the Kstuary " 
" 'In the original act Incorporating 


the town of Oakland (Stats. 1852, p. 
181) the corporate powers and duties 
of said toun were vested In a board 


• of five trustees, and by Section 3 it was 
•enacted as follows: 
" 'The Board of Trustees shall have 


power to make such by-laws and or- 
.uinances as they mf.y deem proper and 
necessary; to regulate. Improve, sell, or 
others ise dispose of tht common prop- 
erty; to prevent and extinguish tires, 
to iay out, make, opera, widen, regulate, 
and' keep In repair all streets, roads, 
'bridges, ferries, 
rrublle 
places 
and 


'grounds, wharves, clocks, piers, slips, 
sew ers, wells, and alleys, and to author- 
ize the construction of the same, and 
.•with a view to facilitate the construc- 
•tlon of wharves and other improve- 
ments the lands lying within the lim- 
-Its aforesaid, between high tide and 
.ship, channel, are hereby granted and 
'released to said town; provided, that 
• said lands shall be retained by said 
town as common property, or disposed 
f>f for the purposes aforesaid; to reg- 
•g-ulate and collect wharfage and dock- 
age; to secure the health, cleanliness, 
ornament, peace, nnd good order of said 
town: to organize and support com- 
mon schools; to Hcci'ise and suppress 
dramshops. 
horseracing. 
gambling 
houses and houses of ill-fame, and all 
Indecent or Immoral practices, shows, 
and amusements; to regulate the loca- 
tion 
of slatiFhterhonses. stables, and 


places for the storage of gunpowder, 
and to pass such other laws and ordin- 
ances as, in their opinion, the order, 
good government and general welfare 
of the town may require.' 


POWERS NOT ENLARGED. 


By the Act of 1834 (Stats. 1834, p 
181.} remcorporatini? the town of Oak- 
land as the City of Oakland, 
these 


powers were not enlarged. 


Through these acts there was grant- 
ed' by the Legislature to the city of 
Oakland 
the 
right 
to 
construct 


wharves, piers, etc.. upon the water 
front, extending outward to low tide. 
Later the City of Oakland, seemingly 
construing these acts as amounting to 
a grant, 
thereafter 
conveyed, or at- 


tempted to convey, the water'front to 
one Carpentler, .through whom the 


• Oakland Water Front Company derives 


title. Though the grant to Carpentler 
was. at t..e time It was made. In excess 
of the powers of the city and in excess 
of the Interests which the city held, yet 
this grant was approved and confirmed 
by act of the I.eglslature-of March 21, 
'1868, aftd by the action of the city taken 


thereunder April 2, 1868. The act of, ]ar local ty. It is not necessary for the 
March 21, 1868, under which the action 
of the city ot April 2, 1SCS, was taken, 
is as follows: 


"Section 1. The Council of the City 


of Oakland, with the concurrence of 
the Mayor of said city, 33 hereby au- 
thorized and empo-u ered to compro- 
mise, settle, and adjust any and all 
claims, demands, contro\ersies, and 
causes of action in which the said city 
is Interested. 


"Sec. 2. This act shall take effect 


Immediately.' 


'In reference to the effect of this act 


and of the compromise agreement en- 
teted into thereunder, the court, at 
page 201, sa> : 
" 'The conclusion, I think, necessarily 


follows that ftom and after the seco'nd 
day of April, 1868, the City of Oakland 
ceased to be the ouner as trustee, or 
otherwise, ot any portion o£ her uater 
front except those portions secured to 
her by the compromise of that date, 
and such streets, thoroughfares, and 
other parcels as may have been pre- 
viously dedicated to public use.' 


THE DECISION. 


"In this decision the court holds that 


the city and its grantees had power to 
erect uharves, etc., only \\ithln the 
city s corporate limits, which extended 
to low tide line. At page 189 of the 
opinion, it is said: 
" 'The corporation had no power to 


alienate these lands unless such power 
^\ as conferred by the Legislature, and 
\\hether it was conferred or not is a 
question of 
legislative 
intent to be 


gathered from the terms of the statute 
construed with reference to Its gen- 
eral scope and purpose. 
The purpose 


of the adt nas to create a municipal 
corporation composed of the inhabi- 
tants of a peninsula surrounded on 
three sides by the na\ igable \saters of 
the bay of San Francisco. Consider- 
ing the extent of territory included 
Mithln the corporate boundaries, it is 
evident that a rapid growth of popula- 
tion uas anticipated, and the situation 
of the town, wlfh relation to the sur- 
rounding country and the most impor- 
tant haibor on the coast, no less than 
the express language of the title of the 
act, proves that none of the most impor- 
tant ends contemplated in the creation 
of the corporation was the improve- 
ment of commercial facilities by the 
erection of convenient wharves along 
Its water front 
" 'To carry this principal, and other 


minor, purposes into effect, the munici- 
pal corporation was created and in- 
vested with a share of the sovereign 


determinatio.i of this case to ascertain 
\\hure the point of n-xvigabillty is. 


OAKLAND'S JURISDICTION. 


"Applying these principles of tide 


lands and navigable waters to Oakland, 
ne find that her jurisdiction as an m- 
corpoiatecl to\\n extended over the tide 
lands on her v,ater front, and not over 
the rest ot the navigable waters. Af- 
terwards all her rights as far as low 
tide line weie confirmed by the Su- 
preme Court in the Oakland Water 
Front Company case. The only State 
land left is beyond this low tide line. 


"If we refer your first question to 


the situation in Oakland, -«e find that 
the State has made a special grant of 
its water front to the city of Oakland 
as far as low tide line. The procedure 
for acquiring rights of way over State 
land does not apply to her. There was 
a special grant to the town of Oakland 
of lands lying along her water front 
for 
the 
purposes 
of 
constructing 


uharves and other improvements with- 
in these limits by the act of May \, 
1852. 
This grant n as confirmed but 


not enlarged by the act of 1854 Incor- 
porating Oakland as a city. The Su- 
preme Court has since held that such 
grant extended only, to low tide line. 
The city could therefore grant a right 
of way lor wharves and landing only to 
low tide line. 


WATER FROtW LINE. 


"Along the Oakland water front the 


line of low tide does.n-ot necessarily 
coincide with the Una of navigable wa- 
ter. The Legislature granted to Oak- 
land the authority ,and control over 
rights of way for w harves to the low 
tide 
line. I 
do not think that th.i 


latter section enlarges the authority, 
being a general law. 


CHICAGO CASE. 


'We come now to the Chicago case 


which gives the authoiltative utterance 
of the Supreme Court of the United 
States in the matter. The facts In the 
Chicago Water Trout case are anala- 
gous to the facts in the case which we 
are discussing because we are dealing 
with the lands under navigable waters 
besond the low tide line and not with 
tide lands themselves. The principles, 
however, which apply to lands under 
navigable waters are also applied to 
tide lands by the cases generally in this 
country. 
The confusion which fol- 


loued the Chicago case is somewhat 
cleated up by the note to People vs. 
Kirk, 53 Am. St. Rep., 296. 


NEW CONSTITUTION. 


'Of course the new Constitution of

"The area covered by these grants, as 


heretofore suggested, extended to low 
ti-e line. What territory this included, 
as far concerns the questions before us, 
may be ascertained from 
the map 


\\hich accompanies the communication 
transmitted to this office. 
Since these 


events the government of the United 
States has determined to improve Oak- 
land harbor, and this it has authority 
to do \\lth or without the consent of 
the State. 


"From the documents furnished this 


office by you it appears that the gov- 
ernment has recently let a contract for 
the deepening of the channel of Oak- 
land cieek which is the entrance of 
Oakland harbor. By referring to the 
map you u ill see that this entrance 
lies between what is called the north 
training nail and the south training 
wall, the latter running alongside of 
the Alameda mole. The contractor be- 
gan the dredging of this channel. The 
contract required that material dredged 
from the channel be placed along the 


"The facts of the case of the Illinois 


Central Railroad vs. Illinois, the Chica- 
go case referred to above, involved 
tne grant of a strip of land along the 
lake front to the Illinois Central for 
the operation of its railroad; besides 
this strip the Illinois Central claimed 
title to submerged lands constituting 
the bed of the lake lying- east of its 
tracks within the corporate limits of 
the city. 


"Suit was commenced by the Attor- 


ney-General of the State in the name 
of its people against the Illinois Cen- 
tral and against the City of Chicago. 
The object of the information was to 
obtain a judicial determination of the 
title to the lands on the lake front 
claimed by the Illinois Central. 


'As to the strip of land along the 


lake front, the Supreme Court of the 
United States confirmed in the Illinois 
Central the Indefeasible right to use 
that as long as they used it for a rail- 
road. But the railroad claimed lands 
in the bed of Lake Michigan, eastward

whole lake front, by a grant of the 
Legislature. The court held this grant 
to be a mere license to the company 
for the Improvement of the water front 
which could be revoked at any time. It

LEADING CASES. 


"I have quoted from these leading 


cases as giving a fair exposition of 
the law in this 
country Mating to 


grants from the State to lands under 
navigable waters. 


"Second—Answering

question, will say that the limits, to 
such uses In the several incorporated 
cities and towns may be ascertained 
only by consulting the organic act un- 
der which said city or town is incor- 
porated; for example, see provisions of 
the charter of Oakland above referred 
to.

The engineer of the United States In 
charge told the contractor that he 
would have to get permission from the 
War Department. About November 10, 
1903, permission came from the Secre- 
tary of War authorizing the contractor 
to build a bulkhead eight hundred feet 
long from the ivest end of the north 
training wall extending toward the end 
of the Oakland mole. 


"I call your attention to the letters of 


Jjieutenant-Colonel Heuer, the United 
States Engineer In charge, which you 
transmitted to this ofBce. 


"I quote from his letter of November 


10. 1903, as follows. 


" 'That no material from any other 


locality shall be placed behind said 
bulkhead until ill the material which It 
is proposed to u.-edge In the approaches 
to the entrance to Oakland harbor to 
a depth of 20 feet below the level of 
low water (shown in shr dec! red and 
black lines on the attached plans) shall 
have been first securely impounded be- 
hind said bulkhead and north of the 
north training wall.' 


"You will note by looking at the map 


that all this new land formed by dredg- 
ing, 
indicated by red lines, Is outside 


the lo\v tide line. 


TIDE LANDS. 


"Besides this feared encroachment, 


the new pier of the Santa Fe extends 
beyond t'-e low tide line, and the moles 
of the Southern Pacific are beyond the 
low tide line. 


"These seem to be the facts which 


evoked your letter. You will note that 
your first question relates to the ac- 
quirement 
of 
rights of 
way 
over

"Third—Answering your third-ques- 


tlno'permit me to state that the United 
States courts seem to follow the courts 
of the different States in these proposi- 
tions. It Is the concensus of opinion 
that a private corporation may obtain 
title to a parcel of land for a right of 
way, 
to holci the same as long as It 


is used for purposes which are quasi- 
public in their nature. The title would 
be subject to the sovereign rights of 
the State, exercised for purposes of 
commerce and navigation. 
The State 


at any time could take possession of 
the strips when necessary for the Im- 
pro-\ement ot the horbor. river or other 
nSivlgable water in -which it was situ- 
ate, upon making a fair compensation 
tor the lawful Improvements which 
have been made by the grantee under 
license contained in the grant.

igable waters can be made which will 
impair the power of a subsequent leg- 
islature to legulate the enjoyment of 
the public right. The grantee takes 
the mere proprietary interest in the 
soil and holds it subject to the public 
easement, and, if his ownership of 
the soil stands in the way of public 
works necessary or likely to become

IN THE LIMITS.' 


"In this connection you state that 


you wish to be informed as to what is 
the status of the land inside corporate 
limits, which land was originally below 
the line of low tide, but which has 
been built up by being filled in arti- 
ficially, that Is, by the work of man, 
From this last proposition as stated 
by jou, I understand that you wish 
to be informed as to whether the prin- 
ciple of accretion would change the 
nature of the State's 
title to State 


lands. Lands which the State holds 
for tale are subject to the same rules 
as lands which any other private indi- 
viduals hold for sale, but lands which 
the Slate holds in its sovereign capac- 
ity may or may not be subject to such 
rules as I shall hereafter point out. 
There is not a uniformity of opinion 
by the courts on these matters, but as 
the law concerning accretion is defined 
by our Civil Code, it would s«em that 
without regard to what kind of lands, 
whether lands held by the State for 
sale or lands held by the State in its 
sovereign capacity, 
an adverse claim 


might not be laid to such land by rea- 
son of the accretion which you de- 
scribe. 


"Wjille accretion may support title, 


lands raised above the water, through 
artificial means, are not subject to the 
principle that controls accretion, and 
the fact that a man, filled in lands will 
not support his claim of title thereto. v 
"I am not aware that this question 


has ever been before the courts of 
this State. 
In the case of Sage vs. 


Mayor, 154 New York, 83, the general 
rule on this question is stated. 


RIGHT TO SELL. 


"In so far as I have been able to ascer- 
tain, there Is no difference of opinion on 
the part of the courts on the question. 
"Your last question ib serious and one 
upon which I shall not attempt to give 
jou a delinite opinion. It was decided in 
the Oakland water front case that the 
State had power to sell the tide lando 
above ship channel (Oakland water front 
case, supra)—above low water mark. 
The question as to the power of the State 
to sell lands below the water mark na-s 
never been directly before the courts in 
this State. As a general proposition it 
has been held that such lands may not 
be sold, that they are open for the pur- 
pose of preserving and improving the 
public rights of navigation. However, it 
has also been held that such lands may 
be used 'so long as the rights above- 
mentioned are not entrenched upon. As 
(o the rights acquired by a long and pro- 
tracted user to these lands, under the 
statutes of this State, there is presented 
a question under which the courts are 
not agreed. 
"As already pointed out, it was held in 
Oakland 
water 
front 
case 
that 
the 
grantee of lands covered by navigable 
waters has a mere proprietary Interest 
In the soil'and holds it subject to the pub- 
lic easement, and if his ownership stands 
in the way of improvements in aid of 
commerce or navigation, the grant may 
be revoked upon the tender of a fall 
compensation 
for 
such 
improvements 
erected'- under the license contained In 
the grant. This language may be obit 'i- 
in the case in which it was used, but the 
rule as stated by our own Supreme Court 
has been laid down by the jurists of 
other States. 
(I. C. R. R. v. Illinois, 14G 
U. S. 468; I. C. R R Co. v. Chicago, 17G U. 
S. 646.) 


DECISIONS. 


"On the other hand, the Supreme Court 
of Oregon, in a very carefully considered 
opinion, in the case of Schneider vs. 
Hutchlnson, 35 Ore. 253, under a section 
similar to Section 315 of the C C. P. 
examined exhaustively the 
authorities 
and came to the conclusion that adverse 
possession, even as to lands held by the 
State in Its sovereign capacity, could and 
would, if continued long enough, create 
a title as against the State. I may state 
in passing: that the Oregon case is the 
only case in America that I have found 
that comes to this conclusion. 
In the case of Hoadley vs. San Fran- 
cisco, 50 Cal. ?66, it was held that the 
statute of limitations does not run against 
tho State by reason of adverse posses- 
sion of a public square In one of the 
cities. In the case of People vs. Pope, 53 
Cal. 437, It was held that the statute of 
limitations did not apply, and no one can 
acquire a title by adverse possession as 
against the public, the right to obstruct 
a street dedicated tc public use. In ihe 
case of Board vs. Martin, 29 Cal. 209, It 
was held that no one could acquire title 
to a school house site preserved for 
public purposes and being public prop- 
erty by reason of adverse possession. In 
the case of Ex Parte Taylor, 87 Cal. 191, 
It was held that no right can be so ac- 
quired to a part of a sidewalk. , 
"In Ihis connection I would call your 
attention to Section 315 of the Code of 
Civil Procedure which places the limita- 
tion upon the time in which the people 
of the State of California must bring suit. 
Said section reads as follows: 
" 'The people of this State will not 
sue any person for or In respect to 
any real property, or the issues or 
profits thereof, by reason of the risht 
or title of the people to the sam->. 
unless: 
" 'l.Such right or title shall hnv? 
accrued within ten years before any 
action or other proceeding for the 
same Is commenced; or, 
" '2. The people, or those from 
whom they claim, shall have received 
the rents and profits of such real 
pioperty. or of some part thereof. 
within the space of ten years.' 
"As a possible solution of the difficulty 
I would suggest that this section be 10- 
peaied. or at least amended so as to 
prevent the running of the statute of 
l!mltations-«agalnst the State. It might 
also be advisable at the same time to 
amend Section 345 of the same code 
which reads as follows: 
" 'The limitations prescribe in this 
chapter apply to actions brought in 
the neme of the State, or for the 
benefit of the State, in the same man- 
ner as to actions by private parties.' 


EJECTMENT. 


"Answering that portion of your fifth 
inquiry in which you ask what le,gal rem- 
edy the State POPSP^SPS, there are three 
that suggest themselves to my mind. 
"First. The State mav obtain posses- 
sion of the wharf, it being attached to 
the State's soil, by ejectment. 
"Second: 
The State could obtain a 
mandatory injunction to have the wharf 
moved. If It obstructs commerce. To 
maintain this latter action the whar* 
must be a public nuisance. Applying 
Sections 315 of the Civil Code cf Proceduro 
to these separate and distincc causes of 
action. I am of the opinion that the action 
of ejectment would be barred by the ten 
years' limitation as the statute now 
stands, because the action in ejectment 
affects the title to the soil under the 
wharf. 
The actlp:: to abate a nuisance 
woulci not be barred, because the fover-.-"! 
rights over the protection of" comir. =.r~i

were never abdicated bv the State. To i

"Third: An action to quiet title -would 
be an appropriate action vnder some cir- 
cumstances that might arise under the 
state of facts that you present 
"In conclusion, I wish to say that al- 
though your questions are general In th<Mr 
nature, in some instances I have directed 
my opinion at the situation now existlns 
in Oakland harbor, as this is evidentlv 
the situation you have in mind, but-to 
give you a definite answer as to the in- 
fringement ui-mn the rights of the Stati 
by a given indh idual or corporation -would 
require that this office be in the posses- 
sion of a full statement of the specific 
facts surrounding each particular casp. 
"I have found the questions presented 
by you somewhat involved and difficult 
of solution, on account of the -conflicting 
code sections, statutes and decisions, and if 
there Is any one statement, above another 
contained in the Oakland water front 
company case In which I heartily concur, 
it is the following: 
" 'It frequently happens that the fram- 
ers of a law have no we'll-defmed idea of 
what they'desire to accomplish or no ca- 
pacity to give expression to their ideas 
In such cases the difficult task Is imposed 
upon the courts of discovering a meaning 
that never existed. . Such, I -think, is 
really the case here.

Excellent reports have been made oy 


the various county officers. 
According 


to the records of the Alameda County Re- 
ceiving Hospital, 
3,382 patients were 


treated at the Institution during the year 
of 1904. Only twenty-nine out of this 
number died, nearly all of them passing 
away a few months after their admission 
to the hospital. 
Eighteen of the entire 
number ot patients were those who at- 
tempted suicide by poisoning, o'nly one :e- 
sulttng fatally. 
The Insane ward of the hospital re- 
ceived 134 patients during the year. SI 
of whom were committed to the State 
asylums and >43 were discharged aftti- 
examination. Drs. O. D. Hamlin and 11. 
T. Stratton, the surgeon in charge, have 
every reason to feel proud of the recoid 
of the year. 
During 1904 993 suits of all descrip- 
tions were filed at the office of the 
County Clerk. 333 of which were 
ac- 
tions for divorce. 
In 1903 there were 


S94 suits filed, 323 being for divorce. 
A heavy increase over last year Is 
shown by the records of the County 
Recorder's office, 23,831 documents hav- 
ing been filed the past year, compared -w ith 
21,756 in 1903. The fees received by the 
County Recorder amounted to t33,25S.u5. 
and the total expenses of the office have 
been $26,861.45, leaving a net balance for 
the county tieasury of $7396.60. 
At the close of 1904 there were only 
37 prisoners confined in the county Jail. 
The record of the year phows 503 prison- 
ers confined there during the year. Dur- 
ing 1903 there were 735 prisoners confined 
at the county Jail. 
Fines and fo^eitures collected in the 
police courts dm-ing 1904 amounted 
to 
$10.519.50. From Department 1. $4.953.jO 
was gathered, of which $2,9S9.50 went to 
the county treasury and $1.S64 to the 
city strong box. From Department 2 the 
total receipts were $6,59G. the county's 
share being $3.509 and the city's return 
$2,057. The number of cases handled wa« 
4373, divided as follows: Department 1, 
2152; Department 2, 2221.
